Boston, Mass., Nov. 14.—[{Spectal.}— 
After unseating the Michigan delega- 
tion and Allan F. Blanchard of Chi- 
cago, four sectional skating associa- 
tions forced a dissolution of the In- 
ternational Skating union, for years 
governing body of the sport, at the an- 
nual meeting today. 

These four associations—the Middle 
Atlantic, Michigan, Minnesota, and 
New England associations—formed a 
new organization, the Amateur Skat- 
ing Union of America, which will at- 
tempt to take over control of skating 
in this country.
